Brother Barnewall himself has 
the fever, but was not bed- 
fast at the time of writing. 

We are sure that they are 
in need of finance, and we 
would be glad to send it if it 
were available, but we are do- 
ing only as we told them that 
we would do, that is ‘“‘the best 
we can.” 

Below I will give a few para- 
graphs from some of his letters. 
My Dear Brother Lee: 

Most sincere greetings in the 
matchless name of our Jesus. 
We were so glad to receive ad- 
vice from the Express Com- 
pany that funds were on hand 
there for us, especially after 
having received your wire to 
the effect that you had no 
money available to send us. As 
spoken of in my last letter, the 
cost of our staying in - London 
for the two weeks mounted so 
high that after receiving your 
welcome remittance and . pay- 
ing balance of $210.00 on our 
Ss. S. fares to Africa, our 


board of $200.00 there was 
very little left over for other 
purposes. However we are 


stronger in our confidence that 
God will even yet furnish all 
that is needed for our trip into 
the interior and to allow for our 
making a start after arriving at 
Ouagadougou. Praise the dear 
Lord. 

We find that it costs approx- 
imately $75.00 to build a mud 
hut in the territory we are go- 
ing and $800.00 for a fire brick 
one as the latter are carried 
from the coast, this of course 
is the most practical as the 
white ant eats its way up into 
the mud huts and_ eventually 
causes them to buldge from 
the outside and crumble. 

We have still some articles 
to purchase on the coast if it 
is at all possible, such as lant- 
erns (as it is unsafe to travel 
after dark without same on 
account of leopards and lions.) 
oil, salt, flour etc. 

There are some _ articles 
which we would be glad to have 
sent from the homeland, such 
as school books to enable us to

in any other country or colony, 
for instance, if one is coming 
here to work for any trader or 
bank he is required to bring 
with him a certificate to that ef- 
fect, if doing missionary work, 
a statement of guarantee is de- 
manded from the organization 
working under and if not here 
for either of these purposes, de- 
posit of $1000.00 per person is 
required by the government. 
You will see therefore that while 
we have been very favorably 
dealt with here, inasmuch as we 
cannot open any work here, 
our welcome is now just about 
exhausted.

He 
gets half way up and God glori- 
ously flashes some truth into 
his soul, “The just shall live by 
faith,” and glory! he rises right 
up with a shout, a free man, all 
by faith and not by works, not 
by starvation, not by climbing 
the stairway, but by simple 
faith, in his Justifier. But alas 
that truth was not remember- 
ed, two hundred years more 
pass away and is almost lost 
again.

The Bible meaning for bishop 
is, one who has the _ spiritual 
oversight of souls, to instruct 
and rule them by the word. 

A bishop is also an elder. He 
must be recognized as an elder 
before he becomes a bishop. An 
elder is one who has qualifica- 
tions or ability to rule or take 
care of the Church of God, yet 
he may have never been ordain- 
ed. There may be many elders 
in the Church of God aside 
from the twelve and seventy. It 
is not position that makes 
elders, but it is their ability 
(not to shout, dance or talk in 
tongues) but to manage the af- 
fairs of the Church. Paul told 
Titus to ordain elders’ in 
every city, not that the ordain- 
ing made them elders, but he 
was to ordain those whom he 
found to be already elders. He 
in connection with Paul the 
General Overseer forming the 
presbytery, Titus was to, by 
laying hands on such men, 
recognize them as elders. Such 
recognized elders were capable 
of taking the oversight of souls 
or stepping into the office of 
bishop. In fact the terms elder 
and bishop are so closely related 
that they may be used vice 
versa. Yet the elder should be 
referred to as a bishop when he 
has taken charge of souls, as 
pastor or overseer. 

You remember that Luke 
states in Acts 20:17, that Paul 
sent from Miletus to Ephesus 
and called the elders. Then at 
verse 28 he refers to these elders 
as being overseers. The Syriac 
Version calls them ‘bishops’. 
The reason of this is because 
these elders had the oversight 
of churches referred to as 
flocks. 


The Duty of the Pastor 

We see in Paul’s admonition 
to these bishops, they were to 
take heed to themselves. A pas- 
tor must guard his conversa- 
tion, he should dress neatly, 
he should be careful how he 
conducts himself with the oppo- 
site sex, he must be punctual 
in his promises, he should be 
prayerfully minded, preach the 
Word and feed the flock. 

Peter says that they are not 
only to feed the flock, but to 
take the oversight. “What! I 
thought that he was only the 
servant of the Church, and that 
the deacons were the bosses.” 
This is not true. Peter says that 
the elder is to take the  over- 
sight, not by constraint. See 
1 Pet. 5:2. Men who own ser- 
vants constrain them to do 
whatever they desire to be done. 
Paul said of himself, ‘““The love 
of Christ constraineth us.” Peter 
further says that an elder should 
take the oversight ofa _ flock, 
willingly, not for the money they 
can get out of it. If money is the 
prompting feature of their ac- 
cepting the pastorate, this 
money becomes to them filthy 
lucre. 

Do you say that the deacons 
are not the bosses of the 
Church? I certainly do. The 
pastor is the chief of the tribe. 
He is the shepherd of the flock, 
he is the ruler of that portion 
of the kingdom’s government. 
Paul said that if a man cannot 
rule his own house how can he 
take care of the Church of God. 
In this, rulership is implied, 
not that he is to be ruled, but 
that he is to rule. While le is to 
be recognized as a ruler he is 
not to be a striker or *. brawler. 
Peter says that he is not to 
Lord it over God’s heritage. The

margine says, ‘‘Overrule.’”’ While 
they are to rule, they are not to 
go beyond reason. 

The elders that rule well are 
to be counted worthy of double 
honor. So says Paul, also he 
says that we are not to receive 
an accusation against an_ elder, 


but before two or three wit- 
nesses. 
Give Honor to Whom Honor 


is Due 

The writer of Hebrews says, 
“Remember them that have the 
rule over you.” A good way to 
remember them is to pay your 
tithes, also listen to their advice 
and instructions. Also he says, 
obey them that have the rule 
over you, also, salute them that 
have the rule Over you. Who 
shall we obey? The elder or 
bishop that rules well. 

According to these Scriptures 
we must conclude that the pas- 
tor is the main man of the 
church, he is the leader, the 
boss, the ruler. He should mod- 
erate the conferences of the 
church and even the aegacon’s 
meeting. Nothing should be 
past without him. In fact he as 
moderater should at all times 
be honored. 

The Duty of the Deacon 

Deacons were first recognized 
as helpers in the Church. The 
name was derived from that of 
servant. Sometimes certain ser- 
vants belonging to rulers were 
called deacons. For instance we 
will read Matt. 22:13, Then said 
the king to his servants, Bind 
him hand and foot. The word 
servant is translated from 
diakoneo. The meaning of diac- 
oneo or deacon is, one who is 
an attendent, or one who waits 
on another, as Jesus gave the 
book to the minister. Luke 4:20. 
Minister here is also translated 
from “diakoneo,” and means, a 
servant, or deacon. 


Since originally deacons were 
servants in attendance to rulers, 
there is but little room to doubt 
that they are to be servants to 
the ruler (pastor) of the 
church. They are to act at his 
bidding, not he at their bidding. 
Let us remember that the pas- 
tor is to rule well, and to receive 
double honor for his ruling. 

We learn from Peoples ency- 
clopedia that the duty of the 
deacon in the early church was 
to assist the bishop and _pres- 
bytery in the service of the 
sanctuary; especially to care for 
utencils,, etc. To pass the sacri- 
ment to the people. To adminis- 
ter baptism, and to receive the 
offerings of the people. In the 
modern church their duties are 
about the same. 

In order for the deacons to be 
efficient helpers in the church 
they must be willing and obedi- 
ent, stand by and aid the pastor 
as he endeavors to lift the cause 
of the Lord to a high standard 
in the community. They should 
visit and pray for the sick. They 
should help take care of tables, 
the pastor’s included, by stirring 
the membership up on the line 
of tithing and making offerings. 
They should help the pastor look 
after the spiritual welfare of the 
membership. 

There are many open fields 
for the deacon to show his use- 
fulness. Paul tells us that if he 
will use the office of deacon 
well he shall purchase to him- 
self a good degree and great 
boldness in the faith. 

Let me admonish that every 
man should stand in his place 
faithfully performing the duty 
involved upon him. In so doing

Whitfield, is lying on the ground 
for hours and hours with his 
arms spread out in the form of 
a cross, until his poor body 
grows weak and turns black, to 
earn salvation.

We had rest but now perfect 
rest. Jesus, as he stood at the 
base of the beautiful mountain 
in Palestine, cries out to 
the great multitude of suffering 
thirsty humanity loaded down 
with sins and he says “‘come un- 
to me all ye that'labor, and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” That’s the first rest. The 
next verse says, take my yoke 
upon you, (Join Jesus, walk in 





the light,) and learn of me, andj,t 


you shall find rest unto your 
souls. “Hallelujah” that is the 
second rest. That’s perfect rest, 
bless God the devil can’t stand 
the Blood.

the New Testament, namely, 
perfect liberty, perfect love, 
perfect faith, perfect peace, 
perfect soundness, perfect 


strength, and perfect patience, 
making fourteen in all. And 
every Christian grace and gift 
must be joined into a holy heart 
and yet the wheel is not com- 
plete. It must have next a rim 
to hold the spokes in place and 
we might call this unity of the 
spirit. Now you know there can 
be unity of the spirit ana not of 
the faith. Don’t you remember 
when you meet a good old Bap- 
tist or Methodist who has been 
truly regenerated and still has 
his justified experience, how the 
fellowship flows from breast to 
breast, or how the truly sancti- 
fied brethren can pray the power 
down. Oh what unity and fel- 
lowship of the spirit, as long as 





they don’t fight the gifts of the 
Spirit, but let them begin to 
fight the evidence and disagree 
about demonstrations and the 
fellowship is ruined at once be- 
cause there is not unity of faith. 
Now to complete the wheel we 
must have what we call the tire, 
which is a steel band that is put 
in the fire and heated. Glory, 
we are getting pretty close to 
the heavenly fire now are we 
not? This band goes on hot and 
completes the wheel, and this 
is unity of the faith and now 
we are one in Christ Jesus and 
of course we are one big wheel, 
no, no, not a big wheel but the 
little one. Ezekiel saw the little 
wheel in the big wheel and we 
are the little one in Jesus. That’s 
the big trouble, now days we 
want to be the big fellow or we 
are all ruffled up and sometimes 
swell up like a toad frog in 
March. “Oh Lord do help us to 
actually see ourselves se that 
we will not look bigger than a 
gnat. Then the old devil won’t 
look bigger than a June bug 
in June. Then the man fearing 
spirit has disappeared and we 
can look the devil in the face 
and shout, “Hurrah” for Jesus, 
I've been redeemed by the 
BLOOD OF THE LAMB, been 
charged with heavenly dyna- 
mite, baptized with FIRE from 
the glory land and every nerve 
and fiber in my whole being is 
filled and thrilled with perfect 
love and faith begins to do her 
perfect work, everybody work- 
ing in harmony and unity. 

Some people make clean the 
outside but their hearts are un- 
holy. “Oh how good they do 
look on the outside, they even 
quit tobacco, yes sir, and chew- 
ing gum and all the rest of their 
idle habits to make us. think 
they are sanctified and they 
will impersonate the voice of the 
Holy Ghost to make us_ think 
they have the Holy Ghost, but 
the inside is full of dead men’s 
bones and all uncleaness. 

Woe unto you Pharisees, Hy- 
pocrite for ye make clean the 
song of the cup and the plat- 

, but within they are full of 
sd and excess. Thou blind 
Pharisees, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and 
platter, that the outside of them 
may be clean also. Matt. 23:25,- 
26. Even so ye also outwardly 
appear righteous unto men, but 
within ye are full of hypocricy 
and deceit. V. 28. 

The devil is capturing some of 
our best schools and_ turning 
out pagans by the’ thousand, 
because of unholy hearts. I say 
every successful educational in- 
stitution must be joined hard in- 
to the hub of the wheel. An ed- 
ucation without a holy heart is 
a dangerous liability, but with a

He was going to a Holi- 
ness Bible School to prepare for 
the ministry, so he thought that 
this school was not fully equip- 
ed to turn out educated preach-
